A large number of peopie visited the docks of 
the Hamburg-American Line, at the foot of 
Third street, Hoboken, today. Why tney came 
there was as much of a mystery to them as to 
the watchmen ana the of the Kugia, the 
new steamship, whicn alongside the wharf. 

Mr. J. F. H. Meyer, of the firm of Kunbardt & 
Co., said today that ne still bad some bopes that 
nore of the missiag would yet be saved, but be 
feared that the loss of life would prove great. 
It had been foggy weather, and passing vessels 
which were still out might have picked up sur- 
vivors. Only fifty-six bad been heard from out 
ofatotal of 477. This left 421 to be accounted 
for.

A dispatch from Hamburg. sent by the Ham- 
burg-American Steamsbip Company, says so far 
fifty-six persons from the Cimbria have been 
landed. A number of them are at the Weser 
Lighthouse. The names of these are not yet as- 
certained. 

The Cimbria left Hamburg Thursday with 380 
passengers and a crew numbering 110. She ran 
aground before leaving the Elbe, but got off 
with flood tide, with the asgistance of the steam- 
er Hansa, without damage, and put to sea at 2:30 
in the afternoon. Friday morning sbe came into 
collision during a thick fog off Borkum with the 
steamer Sultan. The Cimbria sank in a short 
time. When a boat with thirty-nine passeucers 
arrived the company sent out the steamer Han- 
sa and four of the largest steamers available at 
Cuxhaven to search for the other boats of the 
Cimbria. The West Indian steamer Bavaria also 
left during the night with a similar object. | 

The steamer Sultan, which suffered heavy 
damage in the collision, has arrived in the Eibe.

ACCOUNT OF THE ACCIDENT. 

HAMBURG, Jan. 21.—The Cimbria sustained 
such severe injuries in the collision that it at 
once became apparent that she must sink im- 
mediately. The officers, therefore, did all in 
their power to save lives. Without a moment's 
logs of time life beits were distributed among 
the passengers and an order given to lower the 
boats. This, however,in consequence of the 
veesel’s keeling over on her side, was found to 
be very difficult on one side and absolutely im- 
possible on the other. As the second officer 
was still engaged in cutting the spars loose, so 
there should be as much driftwoud as possible 
for people to cling to when the inevitable 
foundering should occur, the vessel went down 
under bis feet. He seized a spar, but, as several 


» Other persons clung to it, was obliged to let go, 


and be swam to a4 boat. This boat was 
subseqnently picked up by the Theta. The sec- 
-ond officer steered the Theta to Cuxhaven. 
Seventeen other persons have been saved by the 
steamer Diamant, from Weser Lighthouse, 
making fifty-six thus far known to bave deen 
rescued. 
A SURVIVOR’S STATEMENT. 

A survivor wakes the following statement: 

“The weather was clearing to 1:15°0'clock, 
but atog then set in, Which continued and in- 
creased in density. The engines of the Cimbria 
were kept at full specd until 1:30, then at baif- 
speed till 2, after which they were kept at slow 
speed. About ten minutes past 2 the whistle of 
another steamer was heard, and the evgines of 
the Cimbria were stopped instantly. The Sul- 
tans green light was, owing to the fog, not ob- 
served until she was only 150 feet off from the 
Cimbria. The latter struck abaft the first col- 
lision bulkhead on the port side., and she keeled 
over to starboard and speedily sank.” 

The Theta picked up one of the Cimbria’s 
bouts at 2 o'clock Saturday afternoon, and ar- 
rived at Cuxhaven about 6. 1 

THE SULTAN. 

A reporter boarded Sultan, but both 
Captain and crew absolutely refused to give him 
any %tformation. The Captain bas made a 
statement before the British Consul, but this is 
inaccessibie. The Sultan has a large hole in her 
bow seven feet above the water-line.

THE MAIL ON THE SUNKEN SHIP. 

Postmaster Pearson said today that. from the 
reports ag to where the collision occurred the 
Cimbria would only have on board the Austrian 
mails and matter sent from Germany which was 
addressed via Hamburg.” From Hamburg sue 
would bave thirty-five sacks of letters and pa- 
pers, two bags ot consular invoices for the Col- 
lector of the Port, and two bags of letters and 
documents for the Department of State, Wash- 
ington. The mails from Austria would consist 
of nine sacks, and there would be two sacks of 
mall from Denmark, one from Sweden, and five 
from Norway. The beavy mails from the re-

THE BOAT’S OFFICERS. 

Capt. Julius Hansen, who was in command of 
the Cimbria. was, in the opinion of bis brother 
officers on the steamer Rugia, now at Hoboken, 
some of whom had served with him, a very care- 
ful and efficient officer. He bad been in com- 
wand of the Frisia, Wieland, and Allemania, of 
this company's fleet. The officers on the Kugia 
give bim an excellent character, in that they say 
be was considered unnecessarity careful in run- 
ning his tin a fog or thick weather. Capt. 
Hansen Haves a wife and two young children. 
F. Karlowa, the chief officer, was 3% or 36 years 
of age, and had served eight years with the com- 
pany with vessels on both the American and 
West India lines. He was « to Capt. 
Kariowa, of the Vandalia, of the & com- 
pany’s fleet. He was unmarried. 

F. Alpen, the chief engineer, was one of tt 
oldest employés of the company, baving been in 
its service for over twenty years. He was 45 
years of age, and has a wife and family in Ger- 
many. He bad been ou the Cimbria as assistant 


and chief engineer ten or twelve years. 


Dr. C. Miller, the physician and surgeon of 
the vessel, was a graduate both of the army and 
bospital medical service, and bad been in the 
employ of the company for about two years. 
He was less than W yearsof age, and was ex- 
tremely popular on the Cimbria. He expected 
toretire from the service of the company dur- 
ing the present year and establish himself in 
practice in Germany. 

THE “SWABIAN NIGHTINGALES.” 

The Rommer family, who were second-cabin 
passengers, and were probably lost, were an- 
nounced to appear at Koster and Blas in this 
city Feb.1. They consisted of George, 28 years 
of age, a guitar and zither player, and his two 
sisters—Auguste, 25 yearsof age, and Katinka, 


| 22 years old. They were well known in Ger- 


many, Austria, Russia, Sweden, Norway, and, in 
fact, all continental Europe, as the “Swabian 
Nightingales.” They were natives of Biberach. 
a small town in Wirtemberg, where tneir 
parents kept a hotel, They were en- 
gaged last summer by John Koster while 
be was in Europe, after they had refused offers 
in previous years from Mr. Kramer, of the At- 
lantic Garden, and Mr. Amberg, at the time one 
of the managers of the Thalia Theatre. Their 
concerts were something after the fashion of 
those given by the Tyrolese songsters and 
others of that class, and were very popular in 


Europe. 
HISTORICAL. 

In the spring of 1878, when it was thought that 
England and Russia would go to war, the Cim- 
bria was chartered by the latter Goveru- 
ment®as a transport. About 600 Russian offi- 
cers and seamen went on ‘board the Cimbria 
disguised as ordinary cabin and steerage pas- 
sengers, Nothing was kuown of this until the 
vessel dropped anchor in one of the harbors 
along the coast of Maine. These seamen were 
to be placed on cruisers in case war should be. 
declared between the tw Powers. British agents 
were sent to watch the Cimbria. and at about 
the same time the British West Indian squadron 
moved north to Bermuda. It was rumored that 
these vessels were to look after the 
Cimbria in case she attempted to place 
any of the Russian seamen on cruisers 
which were intended to prey on British 
commerce. For some months the Cimbria lay 
at anchor in the Maine harbor, greatly to the 


‘terror of British werchantmenp, who feared that 


war would be declared after they had left port. 
In the followiag October, when che danger ofa 
war was over, the Cimbria took ber passengers 
to Philadelphia. They were then placed on three 


‘fast vessels which had been bought in 4bis coun- 


try and fitted up as cruisers.

Democrat.|~—A favorable report was made to the 
House today by Mr. Bingham, Chairman of the 
Committee on Post-Ollices and Post-Roads, on 
the bill to repea! Sec. B. b of the Revised Stat- 
utes, and the proviso of Sec. 2 of the act provid- 
ing for a deliciengy in- the appropria uon for the 
transportation of the mais on the star routes. 
The bill provides that whenever it shall become 
necessary to increase the speed upon which the 
mail is carried under contract on any post route 
the service shall be readvertised for the reduced 
time required, provided the cootractor shall 
have the option of continuing service on the 
expedited time without additional compeusa- 
tion therefor. The section of. the Revised Stat- 
utes which the bill propuses to repeal provides 
that no. extra allowances sball be made for any 
increase of expedition in carrying the mail, un- 
less thereby the employment ot additional stock 
and carriers is made necessary, and in such case 
the additional compensation sball bear no 
greater proportion to the additional stock 
carriers

In his opinion the 
law gives sufficient relief to all persons 
aggrieved, and the President enters a protest 
against special legislation im such cases, He 
might well have gone further, for the “ pri- 
vate claims” presented to Congress are in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred frauds of 
the first water. If tried in court they would 
never be given a show, and if Congress 
should throw out all such claims without 
even giving them consideration the people 

uld feel very mach pleased. 


THE COUNCIL AND SALOON LICENSES. 

It appears that the Couneil is prepared to 
go just as far in the matter of saloon licenses 
as the saloonkeepers will recommend it to 
go, and no further. At least that-is the con- 
clusion to be drawn from the action taken by 
the License Committee, which had a session 
on Saturday, A week or ten days ago this 
committee met but adjourned in compliance 
with the request of Mr. Rubens, the attorney 
for the dramsellers. In the meantime the 
Saloonkeepers’ Association held a meeting, 
and, impressed with the earnestness of pub- 
lic sentiment on this subject, agreed to as- 
| gent to a graded-license system, under which 
the minimum fee shall be the ridictious 
sum of $52 as at present; for saloons doing a 
gross annual business of more than $10,000 
and less than $15,000, an annual fee of $100; 
for those doing a business of more than 
$16,000 and less than $20,000, an annual fee 
of $200; for those doing a business of more 
than $20,000 and less than $25,000, an annual 
fee of $350; and for all saloons doing a bust 


ness of more than $25,000, a fee of $500. Mr. 


Rubens reported to the Council Committee the 
concession which the whisky-sellers have 
consented to make, and the Council commit- 
tee, or a majority thereof, agreed to the plan 
promptly and obediently in the precise terms 
dictated by the venders of the intoxicants. It 
is understood that the. subject will come be- 
fore the Couneil tonight, and the inference is 
that a majority of that body will agree to the 
saloonkeepers’ progfam unless they think 
the grog-venders have been altogether too 
generour, and refuse to raise the license fee 
at all. 

This will not do. It is not for the whisky- 
Sellers to dictate in this matter. It is a ques- 
tion to be decidéd by the whole people 
through their representatives. The General 
Incorporation att, under which the City Gov- 
ernment is conducted, empowers the Coun- 
cil to fix saloon licenses at any figure it 
chooses not exceeding $500 a year. The Len- 
isiature evidently had that figure in mind as 
about the right one. The Council! is pre- 
sumed to represent the iuterests of the whole 
people and not of the saloonkeepers only. 
Public welfare demands that the charge 
for the privilege of running saloons 
shall be fixed at the maximum named 
in the charter. The city revenues are 
failing short. of the actual necessities 
of the Government. If there were no 
liquor sold the present revenne would suf- 
fice. The saloon businéss adds to the ex- 
penses and needs of the city an enormous 
sum of money in the crime, want, and mis- 
ery it causes, and the damage it inflicts on 
the public in many ways. All other taxes on 
property are assessed at the utmost limit 
fixed by law. Some five millions a year are 
collected for city and county purposes, and 
much of the county expense is caused by 
liquor—by the saloon business. It was stated 
in the discussion before the License Commit- 
tee that the whole amount ot propekty tax 
paid by the 4,000 saloons in the city was only 
$12,000 a year—a sum less than several citi- 
zens have to pay on their stores, or manu- 
factories, or buildings. 

The assessment of the largest tax war- 
ranted by law on real estate and personal 
property fails to yield sufficient revenue to 
maintain an adequate police force and pro- 
vide the other requisits of good city govern- 
ment in the face of the mischief done by 
4,000 liquor shops; why then shouldn’t the 
saloons be made to eontribute as provided 
by the charter to defray the éxpenses which 
they cause? The public will not be Satisfied 
with any saloon license less than $500, and 
if the Council will not respond to this pup- 
lic demand the Legislature will do so, ana 
may adopt the Nebraska law und make the 
license $1,000 in cities. 

The graded system recommended by the 
saloonkeepers and based upon a certain scale 
of gross receipts will not supply anything 
like the revenue whieh the people have the 
right to demand from the saloons. In the 
Hirst place, honest returns of gross receipts 
cannot be depended upon. It need not be 
hoped that true returns will be forthcoming 
from a class of men who thrive in large part 
upon the weaknesses and to some extent 
upon the vices of the community. The 
graded scheme wil! simply offer a bounty to 
perjury. But, aside from all this, the reve- 
nue from the scale proposed by the saloon- 
keepers would fall far short of the require- 
ments of the City Government at this timé, 
even if all returns were made honestly. The 


pay $500 a year would be those with a gross 
income of $25,000 a year, or hearly $70 a day. 
That is, saloons which are making 4 clear 
profit of $10,000 or $15,000 a year on the re- 
turns that wonld be made would pay no 
more than they do now, and,the additional 
revenue would not in all probability exceed

detectives employed in the vain attempt to 
enforce honest returns. Better let the license 
fee remain at the present ridiculously low 
figure and depend on the Legislature to 
raise the license than adopt the evasive 
scheme proposed by the liquor-venders.

For this special business certain men 
were picked. and there was a committee of 
management which made the selection and 
indicated the victims who were to be killed.

Me was ordered to 
stop the carriage of Mr. Forster, at that time 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and the other two 
were to do the infamous work of assasina- 
tion, but through some mistake, perhaps a 
voluntary one on the part of the witness him- 
self, who does not seem to have been a 
very enthusiastic member of the Inner Cir- 
cle, the Secretary escaped unharmed. It 
was also disclosed by Farrell that a second 
plot to kill Forster, the murderous attack 
upon the jnror Field, and the attempt to 
assasinate Judge Lawson after his sentence 
of Gray all originated with this Fenian 
assasination committee. The witness testi- 
fied: “I know that this secret committee 
have given instructions for many outrages, 
some of which have failed. They took the 
greatest precaution In issuing instructions. 
They had signs and passwords, and not only 
directed the crime but furnished weapons for 
its commission.” 

if this testimony rested upon the credit of 
Farrell alone much doubt might rest upon 
it, but out of the twenty-five or thirty per- 
sons under arrest no less than ten have of- 
fered to turn State’s evidence to save their 
necks, and to tell all they know of the work- 
ings of the Fenian organization. It is within 
the power of the Government, therefore, to 
end the capacities of this mischievous organ- 
ization of bloodthirsty fanatics for any fur- 
ther harm, and it is to be hoped for the sake 
of the present and future of Ireland that it 
will make short work of it. The Fenian or- 
ganization has done nothing but harm to the 
Irish people and the Irish cause. Its origi- 
nal purpose of secession from the English 
Government by forcible means was thor- 
oughly impracticable and hopeless, and now 
that a portion of the members have organ- 
ized themselves into an association of assas- 
ins the sooner it is suppressed or dissolved 
the better will it be for Ireland. When 
every advance made by the Liberals of the 
English Government is met by violence and 
murder it is plain that all reforms must halt 
until the Government restores order, and to 
effect that it must resort to summary meas- 
ures which are liable to interfere with inno- 
cent persons before the guilty ones can be 
punished. Much as has been accomplished 
by Mr. Parnell at the head of the old Land 
League, more would have been done but for 
these crazy, hot-headed fapatics in Dublin, 
and what he may be able to accomplish in 
the future for the material interests of Ire- 
land at the head of the new league will be 
greatly hastened and enhanced if this assas- 
ination committee can be broken up and dis- 
persed. It cares nothing for land reform, 
nothing for the wrongs of the tenants, noth- 
ing for the people of Ireland. and works only 
for secession, which is wholly impossible, 
more especially by the means it resorts to of 
secret assasination of officials, Judges, and 
jurors. 
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THE FELLAH AT HOME. 

The Egyptian correspondent of the London 
Times contributes an extremely interesting 
letter to that paper which throws iizht upon 
the actual condition of the Egyptian fellaheen 
or peasants at home. As these are the men 
out of whose persecutions and abuses grew 
the Egyptian wat, and to the amelioration of 
whose condition England now proposes to 
address herself, their real manher of exist- 
enee becomes a matter of great interest, and 
it was to ascertain this that the Times cor- 
respondent visited them. 

The house of a fellah occupies a space of 
twelve feet by six, and is usually made of un- 
burnt bricks coated with sundried mud, the 
roof formed of maize stalks mixed with clay. 
This small space is divided into three courts. 


| The first is the kitchen and winter bedroom 


of the whole tamily, who in summer sleep 
outdoors on reed mats. In another court 
are two hollow mud pillars, in which the 
grain and other provisions are stored. In 
the third court there is nothing but a small 
mud hut that contains the family treas- 
ures, which usually consist of a trunk, 
some wearing apparel, and cooking utensils. 
These constitute the entire movable property 
of the family except a few lean chickens and 
sometimes a kid ora donkey. The Egyptian 
functionaries exercise unlimited control over 
these fellaheen, and he does this by means of 
the courbash or Dbastinado, This is 
usually applied by the’ Omdeh, or chief 
notable of the village, upon whose 
plantations the fellah often works. Heearns 
the most seanty wages, and yet he is called 
upon to pay taxes sometimes a year or two 
in advance, so that he never can make the 
two ends meet. Sometimes the Greek shop- 
keepers lend him money, but this relief is 
only temporary, and then the lash is applied 
to make him disgorge some money he may 
have laid up. This having no effect, the 
Greeks then buy the standing crops for about 
half their value. In one case investigated 
by the Times correspondent, the money thus 
obtained was spent partly in paying the taxes 
and partly in settling the usurer’s claim, but 
yet the debt was not entirely paid off. The 
lash was again applied, and the poor fellah 
then sold his denkey and some of his house- 
hold goods, which only deprived him of the 
means of cultivating his land as thoroughly 
as he had, so that he was less able than before 
to meet the tax-catherer’s demands. The 
Omdeh, suspecting that the fellah had buried 
treasures, lashed him again, but to no pur- 
pose, because the whole family were now on 
the verge of starvation. They were driven 
out from their lands, built a little hut, rented 
some ground, and thus made taxation lighter. 
His further experiences are thus told: 


He says that the taxanon is now lighter, and 
that if he had land and cuttie. of his own be 
could support himseit and big taxes u- 
lariy; but be bas no money wherewith to buy 
land and not eredit enough to rent land directly 
from the Daira Sanieh, which bus a large estate 
in the neiguborhood. When be ventured to ap- 
ply to one of the officers of the Daira he was 
asked what security be could: give for the pay- 
ment of the rent, and as he had none to offer bis 
application was retused. His oniy means of 
living, therefore, is to associate himeeif with 
one of his richer bors. The ueiguvor rents 
a large parcel of land from the Daira, and sub- 
lets to ulm as mau acres As be can cultivate 
eSense aes him with the necessary cattle and 

inents. In return for the land, cattie, and 

im ements, the néiwhbor takes three-fourths 

of the harvest, and 8 wets for bimseif the 

remaining fourth, bich is déductéed of 

course any grain he thay ave received in ad- 

— fur his immediate wants before harvest- 
me 


Out of this remain ins fourth poor Hassan 
must again pay taxes, so that he literally 
has nothing from year to year but barely 
enough to eat, and every time the tax is col- 
lected the lash is applied. To add to all his 
other wretchedness, he is liable at any time 
to be seized by the tunctionaries and carried 
off to labor in the boiling sun upon public 
works, while the taskmaster stands over 
him with the whip. He rarely returns to his 
native village, as he succumbs to the hard- 
ships and cruel treatment. When Ismail 
Pasha was building canals thousands of the 
fellaheen perished, and their bodies were 
thrown into mounds, which now resist the 
dangers from the Nile. 

There is no ciass of laborers in the world 
whose condition is so horrible as that of the 
feliaheen. The Irish laborers live as poorly 


and as squalidiy perhaps, but at least they

TARIFF REFORM-KASSON SPEAKS HIS 


MIND. 

A Washington dispatch has the following 
with regard to the proceedings on the tariff 
in the Republican caucus last Friday night:

provisions benefited a few at the expense of the 
many. Hea 8 to bis fetlow-Republicans 
not to imperil the party by adhering louger to a 
high- protective — he strength and vigor 
of the Republican party, be said, Was to be found 
in the West, and the West would no longer sub- 
mit to a tariff system that benefit& the Hast at 
the expense of the remainder of the country. 
He predicted that if the tariff be not revised at 
this session, and the revision be made for a re- 
duction of the surplus revenue only, the omis- 
sion would work the downfall of the Republican 


party. 

Mr. Kasson’s diagnosis of the nature of the 
attack that prostrated the Republican party 
last Noveinber is only exceeded in accuracy 
by his prognosis of the inevitable relapse 
that will come if it does not reform, 

The present leaders of the Republican par- 
ty in Cong are two Pennsylvania attor- 
neys, one a Greenbacker and the other a Dem- 
ocrat. By them it has been led into a very 
carouse of tax-eating. The strange spectacle 
is presented of the people's tepresentatives 
in a Government supposed to be parliament- 
ary attempting to increase taxes when in- 
structed to reduce them. With a surplus 
revenue of over 100 millions, with half of 
our industries prostrated by overtaxation, and 
the other half prostrated by overindulgence 
in tax-eating, with workmen out of employ- 
ment sending their wives and children, as in 
Chicago, to the County Agent to get coal and 
food, these false leaders in the House—Ran- 
dall and Kelley—arv striving to commit the 
Republican party to the supportof a bill that 
will make lite harder for every farmer and 
workingman in the country. 

This bill which is to come before Congress 
and the country as a specimen of Republican 
ideas of protecting the equal rights of ‘all 
men, and protecting industry and labor, pro- 
tects the malaria manufacture by taxing qui- 
nine 10 per cent for the benefit of the Phiia- 
delphia chemists, Powers and Weightman. 
It doubles the tax on the steelof which reap- 
ers, and harvesters, and barb-wite fencing is 
made for the benefit of Tariff-Commissioner 
Oliver and his Pittsburg clients. The nickel 
taxis put up % per cent for Joseph Wharton, 
of Lancaster, Pa. Lead-ore is assessed 50 per 
cent more than now to enable a Leadville 
manufacturer to bring his lead all the way 
from the Rocky Mountains at our expense. 
For the benefit of six manufacturers the iron 
cotton-ties in whieh all the exported cotton 
crop of the South must be bound up are 
raised 138 per cent above their present figure. 
For the emolument of a clique of earthen- 
ware-makers in New Jersey and Ohio one- 
third is added to the present excessive duty 
on tableware, and to enrich certain glass- 
makers the present 60 to 70 per cent tak on 
light is advanced to 80@120 per cent. And 
yet the Congressional attorneys for these 
thieves pretend they are lowering tariff tax- 
ation on the people! 

To pass such a bill is to commita crime and 
a blunder that will produce worse results 
than crimes do nowadays. It is wicked to put 
such new burdens on the back of American 
industry, when it is already almost bent to 
the ground. it is the sheerest political im- 
becility to give the Democrats such a bill to 
expose and obstruet thé passage of, as they 
may easily do, and to leave them a clear field 
for revenue-reform in the next Congress. 

The godfather of this financial monstrosity 
is William D. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, whose 
chiet title to notoriety is the malicious 
efforts he put forth to prevent the resump- 
tion of specie payments. The prosperity this 
country has enjoyed of late years has flowed 
directly from specie payments of our cur- 
rency. ‘The same sinister energy that would 
have stifled that reform is now bent to kill 
the reform of the tariff. What the resump- 
tion of specie payments did for our foreign 
and domestic commeree and credit a reform 
of tariff and taxation witl do for our manu- 
factures, our labor, and our farmers. The 
Republican party refused to allow fiat Kelley 
to commit it against specie payments. Letit 
not now allow him to put it on record before 
the country as opposed to the reduction of 


tariff taxes.

TRANSFERRING CASES TO FEDERAL 
COURTS. 

The House of Representatives on Tuesday 
passed a bill which, so far as its provisions 
are reported, is most commendable, with the 
exception of a single proviso. We refer to 
the bill amending the law regulating the 
transfer of litigation from the State to the 
Federal courts. The jurisdichon of the 
United States courts has been greatly en- 
larged, especially since the War and during 
the process of reconstruction. This has 
taken place to an extent which would be 
surprising to a member of the bar who 
had practiced thirty years ago. The greatest 
injury has been inflicted by the legislation 
providing that litigants may have guits insti- 
tuted in the State courts transferred to the 
Federal courts. Under this law all kinds of 
cases have been loaded upon the dockets of 
the Federal courts, and a large proportion of 
fhe cases now on the dockets ef thos’ courts, 
yeven up to that of the Supreme Court, are of 


tna class which ought to begin and end in 


the State courts. The bill which-passed the 
House on Tuesday, among other provisions, 
reserves to a party the right to have his case 
transferred upon his making an affidavit that 
he believes, from prejudice or local infiu- 
ence, he will not obtain justice in the State 
court. This is nothing more than a perpetu- 
ation of one of the grossest abuses practiced 
under the laws of this State, under what is 
known as the change-of-venue law. All 
that is required in this State to defeat a trial, 
postpone a judgment, and defeat justice is 
an affidavit aliegiig prejudice, and the 
case must go over a term or more 
and be transferred to another court. 
This provision in the act of Congress is 
an invitation to perjury if a mere affidavit is 
all that is necessary to transfer a case from 
a State to a Federal court. What is needed 
is an additional requirement that the trans- 
fer shall only be made in the discretion of 
the court upon an examination of the facts. 
The absurdity of such transfers upon such 
an allegation is evident upon its face, The 
Federal court and the State court must of 
necessity be subject to the same influence, 
local and general. The Judgés, and the ju-

BUSINESS. 

THF OUTLOOK NUT VERY ENCOURAGING’ 

New York, Jan. 21.—(Special.)—The Tribune 
will publish wie following editorial on the finan- 
cial situation tomorrow: 

“The last week fas been one of unusually 
active spedulanon in grain, moderate dealings 
in cotton and petroleum, and larger transac- 
nous than have been seen for nearly a mout in 
the stock market, while thé volume of other 
businéss bas been comparatively small, Indeed, 
60 far as one cah judge from the exchanges, it 
has not been as small at any other time since 
July, for, though the reported exchanges were 
smaller for thé previous week and for one week 
im August, the difference in both vases 
was due to the specuiation in stocks. Deduct- 
ing for sales of stock less than $500,000,000 of 
other exchanges remain tor last week, against 
about $630,000,000 for the corresponding week 
last year. The speculation in  prod- 
ucts was about equaily active for the 
two weeks compared, and the differénce 
was due to the smaliness of other transactions. 
The weather has influenced business consider- 
ably, Dut uncertainty iu regard to legisiation on 
the tariff’ and internal revenue has probably 
been stili more potent. In dry goods the*pres- 
ence in towo of many buyers is noticed, but the 
dealings appear to be smaller than had been ex- 
pectéd. Dealings in coal have been diminished 
by the weather and che partial suspension of 
production. The market tor metals is dull, with 
a weak toue as to iron, tin, lead, and copper. lu 
the grocery business there is general 
disappuintment at the condition of the 
trade. ‘Business om the Cotton Ex- 
change,’ says the Financial Chronicle, baus been 
brought almost to a standstill, thuugi there was 
a sligat concession in prices last week. On the 
other hand, no apprehension is feit.{The fullures 
thus far this year bave been relatively few and 
unimportant, and the state of the markets is 
one of inactivity, but not at ali one of disas- 
ter. The two speculative markets in 
which especial activity has appeared— me 
stock and grain markete—have been 
simultaneously moved to higher prices. 
A concurrent advance in stocks aad in grain is 
not customary nor natural under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, but the decline in prices in both 
markets bad been 80 long continued and coti- 
siderabie that an upward movement in éach 
offered attractions to speculators. if there ts 
ground for whe beilet that the grain crops will 
prove much smaller than bas beet privately and 
Officially procinimed, so that the supply for this 
yoar will exceed the demand but little or not at 
all, then bright anticipations of cnormons traflic 
for the raiirvoads in transporting grain must be 
disappuinted; or, if be trae thal the erain 
crops are as large. as bas been otiicially re- 
ported; the railrunds will have enough to do 
at remuverative rates, but the bolders of grain 
must look for very tow prices. in the end, 
therefore, either the advauce in grain or the 
advunee in stecks must be met wito a failure of 
the especial conditions upon woich it uus re- 
ceatiy been based.

One cannot be blamed for 
inherited tendencies to disease, or drouths, or 
floods, or for losses or sufferings brought on by 
others; but still the fact remains that there is 
the law of cause and effect in all Nature and in 
al human affairs. Nor does this fact exclude 
the work of Providence nor the power of 

rayer. 
1 is a part of the world of causation. 
Wo know the greatest interpositions of human 
power are caused by friendship, and the asking 
er Communing of mind with mind; and this is 
what prayer is in its relations to God. 

The fact that the issues of life ure under law, 
nd not under chance, enabies us to foretell the 
esults ot certain courses of condygt, and to 

say which will lead to destruction or waste, und 
which will lead to life or to saving and prosper- 
ity. Were it oot for tits established 
order of sequences we could not lay 
plans nor cuaiculate results. If gravity 
were not universal, we should not know 
whether it were dangerous to leap from a greac 
higbteor not. If the laws of combustion were 
not certain, Gre migut burn at one time and aot 
at aflother. and we should always be in unucer- 
tainty. If aicoaol had not a certain tendency to 
produce intoxication it wight be barmiess one 
day and dangerous the next; if the laws of mor- 
xed basis or principies, it might be 
right to lie murder at oue time aud wrong at 
another. But the vast system ot — 4 in 
which we live ig not one of chance, but of cer- 
tainty. Aad this being so, we know that certain

THE REV. DR. THOMAS. 


‘The Broad and the Narrow Way.’ . 

Dr. Toomas contrasted the two spiritual paths 
of life at the People’s Church yesterday moro- 
ing. His text and discourse were: 

Enter ye in at the strait gate; for wide is t te, 
and broad is the way that landeten o n 
many there be when gu in thereat: 

Because strait is the gu e, and nurrow is the ways 

3 lite, und few there be that find ic. 

A common figure of speech in the Scriptures, 


| and in language geueruily,is to represent life 


under the figure of a path or a way along which 


the multitudes move; and then to carry the 


dure further and speak of a gate or a door gis 
the way of entrance to certain piaces or pur- 
suits. And this form of speech is yot limited to 
our physical jourheyings, but denotes as well 
the movements of the mind and the heart as the 


wiedge, or the hea 
„or the whoie life comes to a 
barreuness and 
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ways of waste or destruetion as broad. and 
eusily found and entered upon, whilst the ways 
of life are uarrow and strait, beuce more diffi- 
cult to find and to travel. The dillicuity, bow- 
ever, is not with tho text, but with the facts 
themselves. The text simply points out things 
as they are; and if we bave any Quarrel it 
should not be with the dock. but with the order 
uf things that it so traly descri Des. 

We way at Urst thought be disposed to com- 
piain of this order: to compiain that vice 16 so 
easy, and us ways so many aud so broad; and 
that virtue basso warrow a path, and that the 
gate to life ig so strait. We mignt think it bet- 
ter to reverse the order and have the wide gates 
and the broad ways lead to life, and the way to 
death narrow and hard to find. But to do this 
wouid de to lesen our liberty of action; to 60 
bedge us about that we couid move only along 
one line. And to do wis would defeat the 
purpose of our being, whieh is  educa- 
tion through experience. To do this to 
any such extent as would make wrong imnossi- 
bie, would make virtue impossibie; for virtue is 
virtue, only when between the possibilities of 
right or wrong we choose the rut. There is 
no virtue in a tree bete tree, nor in water 
running down hill; we do not praise nor blame a 
man for his age, or bis hight; but we do praise 
menu for bemg noble, and good, and thrifty, and 
temperate, and pure in a world when it is so easy 
fo sink dows, and be mean, and littie, and vile. 
We would not esteem any man the wore for be- 
ing sober when if there was nothing vn which to 
get drunk. Virtue, manhood, ali the good in so- 
ciety, bas its quality, and its value, and its praise 
because there fs io it atruggie, and purpose, and 
heroin. And s, considering all things, this 
may be the best kind of a worid in which to be- 
Fin life; it may be best that the ways of wrong 
and waste lie mauy and wide before our buman 
feet: and that the paths of life be narrow and 
strait. If we are to be educated by experi- 
ence, and to reach strength and cbaracter 
‘through trial, it is best that we be put to the 
task iu our first world, and our first state of be- 

We may now mention some of these wide 
gates that open out to the broad roads of de- 
struction or waste. We can imagine ourselves 
standing before these gates. and over one is 
written “War.” And when the Apostie James 
asks, “Whence came wars and fightings among 

ou? be answers, “Came they not hence, even 

rom your lusts that war one aga ust the other?’ 
That is. the passions struggling in men; their en- 
mities, their quarrels, their ambitions, their love 
of power and gain, and projected from the inner 
life, and from the many individuai lives out 
upon the earth and the seas in the great batties 
where the thousands aod the hundreds of 
thousands meet in deadiy combat. We may 
stand and see the vations of the earth for 
thousands of years gomg in at that gate. A 
curious Germun writer bas estimated that, were 
it possible to place the little fingers of all the 
men slain in battle, one upon the other, they 
would reach beyond the orbit of the moon. The 
waste of lte in war has been almost be- 
youd caiculation, and not only the waste 
of life, but the destruction of property bas 
been beyond all computation. ven to- 
day the countries of Europe dave some 
non men in their armies. The loss of 
labor and the expenditure in money and prop- 
erty to maintain these armies wouid go far to- 
ward educating ali the children and feeding and 
clotbing ail the hungry and destitute millions of 
those lands. And through all the thous inds of 
years of war and waste the parrow gate of 
peace has stood open, inviting men to ruis them- 
scivea, to Coutrol their angry passions, to come 
into the life of love and govudywill, and instead of 
destroying One another to live as brothers. 
But few nations have found that way. and only 
now ure we coagimwg to think mat it is possible 
to settle great international questions and dis- 
putes witnout appealing to the bloody arbitra- 
meut of the sword. 

Over another gate is written“ Intemperance.” 
Mao must live by euting and drinking; but 
Nature has so prepared the natural food and 
drink for her children that they stim- 
ulate, and qdaicken. and noursh ‘with- 
out intoxicatwe. But mau has sought 
out the teu, and che coffee, and the tobacco, and 
nll those natural productions that contain in 
larger proportions the power to quicken and 
stimulate; and now he bas iearned by bis chem- 
istry to extract the opium from the poppy, and 
the nicoho!l from the grain, and bas hereby 
created a new world—no longer the world as 
God made it; buta world of recombined ele- 
meuts and furces, so that our race has in its 
eusy reach every form of intoxicant. Tbuat is 
the temperance question now; it is man with 
chemistry in his hands. 

And we may stand dnd see the millions go in 
at that gate. They come one by one, and in 
groups; they enter with laughter and singing— 
tge young and the old are pussing in; fair woin- 
en and brave men go side by side. Through 
that gate the intelligent, the .- brighiest 
intellects and the best hearts are passing. The 
poor go in; the rich goin, but alas, wot many 
come back. Inside the gate, tor a time the broad 
way is pleasant. is filled witb strange, agd un- 
naturai ecstacy of feeling; but then comes the 
relapse, and then more stimulant and more and 
more, till the body suffers and the mind suffers, 
and health and property begin to waste away. 
And just a little further on that dark and dowa- 
ward way. and men reel and stagger and tall: 
natural affeccdon is destroyed, wife and chil- 
dren ure abused, home is deserted,and one 
thing after another is puwned or sold for whie- 
ky till the bearth is without fire and the tabie 
without bread, and the poor drunkard is at last 
buried in a pauper’s grave. 

It s almost beyond belief to state the waste 
the destruction, that follows ailoug the broad 
road of intemperance. The good Catbolic Bishop 
who lectured for us last week stated that the 
money spent for alcoholic drinks in this coyatry 
in teu years would more than equal the value of 
all the property iu the laud. Tust is, we drink 
up the wealth of the Nation every ten years. 
He euld that six months of total abstinence 
would more than bay all the churches of all the 


‘denominations in the land. 


Beside this wide gate stands the narrow gate 
and the straight way of abstinenee, or of mod- 
eration, and the power of self-control. But how 
few tind it and live temperately in eating aad 
drinkimg, in work, iu making, in givug, in 
speaking; bow ien are “temperate in ail 
things”! And yet this is the way chat leads to 
neaith, to comfort, to plenty, to long life, and to 
peace of mind. 

Over unotner wide gate is written the “ Lusts 
of the tiesb.” Man is an an mal; he fas the 
body and the passions of the animal; but, un- 
like the lower orders of (bis ki om, be is not 
limited by instinct, but is gifted with the higber 
fucuities of reusov and the sense of right, and is 
intrusted with the power of seif- government. 
But these safer guides appeal to the higber 
motives and to consequences more remote, 
whiist blind passion thinks only of the present 
moment, and pleuds fur present gratiication. 
Judgment and conscience say to the lower im- 
pulses, “You must submit to our restraint; 
theee is a law of purity,and vou must be gov- 
erned by what it says: but the flean too often 
rules, aud rushes op to ruin. 


strike us as very strange when it Gescribes the 
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ism and slavery, but they are learning that 
they cannot succeed in these ways, and 
are slowly comimg to God's wa or 
justice and liberty. The wor 
finding that intemperance works waste and 
ruin, and everywhere suffering men and hbdiy 
women are crying out for some better way.

society for purer parentage, aad better off- 
age and wiser training. 

And it is not only on this larger scale that 
the law of penalty or waste is working for the 
salvadon of the world. It is @ law working 
everywhere; working in all lives that are 
wrong. It warns the drinker; it warns._cthe 
letcner; it is as present as being itself: it is in 
our biood, in our nerves, in our thoughts and 
feelings; it is selk- acting. seif-executing; it 
cannot be bought off nor evaded. Aud secing 
this—seeing the waste and suffering, the folly 
or sin—many are changing their course, and 
whiist One line is marching in at the wide gate 
another line, taught by experience, saddened, 
weary, sick of amn, penitent, poor from baving 
lost all they bave tbougut ot the home and 
the plenty far away, and are marching back. 
And the aageis bid them come, and the Father 
goes Out to meet them, and the table is spread, 
and the pew garments are ready, and heaven 
rejoices that the dead live, the lost are tound. 

I have said nothing of the future; but chese 
lines of reason:ag and these facts reach forward 
and project the scenes of time upon the eternal 
world. 0. young men, go not in at the wide 
gate. but turn your feet to the ourrow way. 0. 
ye who have started on the dowaward road, or 
have wandered long in dark, turn now and re- 
trace your steps, for uo sun can shine nor 
tiowers bloom nor joys spring up along the path 
of death.

THE REV. DR. UTTER. 


The Work of the Apostie Paul. 

At the Church of the Messiah yesterday morn- 
ing, the new pastor, the Rev. Dr. Utter, formaily 
began his ministradons. The attendance, owing 
to the weather, was below the average, but 
those who came to shiver listened to an elo- 
quent and abie discourse. The new pastor of 
the Church of the Messiah is, in appearance, 
one of the youngest preachers in Chicago. 
He wears no beard, bas a pleasant 
voice, gesticulates freely, and has the 
happy fucuity of bolding the attention of bis 
hearers. He is effective without being seusa- 
tional, and his ideas are clommed ia lauguage 
which bespeaks the man of culture, His ilius- 
trative power is strong, and be had 
abundant occasion for its exercise yesterday iu 
discussing the work of the Apostle Paul. The 
sermon was grounded On the doctrine of the 
Unitarian faith. The apostie cut loose from all 
narrow-minded believers. He bade sectarian 
strife and religious bigotry an evernai farewell. 
He preached and practiced a religion that was 
entireiy free. The liberal Obristians of today 
bad caught something of theinapiradon of Paul, 
The worid was tired of sectarianism in religion. 
We had aa enligutened faith. We worshiped the 
Supreme witbout any absurdities. We believed 
in rational righteousness—in doing your best 
and leaving the result with God. Men of mental 
breadth and scope demanded iatitude for their 
faith; and a truly religious man must be free. 
The truth would make him free, Truly religious 
meno in these days were not in bondage to 
any man, or theory, or church. They 
could not be “cribbed, ecabined, and con- 
fined.” They wanted room to grow. 
The new church would fellowship all who feit 
that they needed fellowship. The new Gospel 
would recognize many roads to Heaven. The 
new eburch would revcoguize freedom, charity, 
and righteousness. It would call pon a mau to

und them true to bim. The dream of life should 
not be a giddy. reeling vision.

The Education of Mintsters. 

The Rev. 8. J. McPhérson, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church, preached yesterday 
about the education of ministers, bis text being: 

For wh ever shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shalf be saved. How then sball they call on 
Him In whom they have not believed? and how s all 
they believe in Him of whom tey have not heard? 
and bow shall they hear without a. preacher’ And 
bow shal! they preach except they be sent?— homens, 
. . 

It seemed to him that that was a ladder which 
let self down from the loving beart of Christ 
to the needy souls of meu. If Christianity were 
true every step was necessary to make it ein- 
cient. The last step which rested rely on 
the shoulders of the church was just as essential 
as the highest which ieaned against the throne 
of Goa, This last step was the sending 
out of ministers to preach the Gospel. 
The supply was growing more and wore inade- 
quate. This proposition, be knew, was denied 
even by Curistians, who said the supply was 
ratber too large than toosmall. The feeling was 
due to this: Toatin certain large centres, as ia 
New ‘York, there was congreydted a very large 
number of ministers without charge. But this 
was offset by the fact that they constituted a 
small percentage of the Christian ministry. In 
all human institutions there was a certain quan- 
tity of waste, and it was as absurd to judge the et- 
ficiency of an institudion by its waste material 
as to Judge au iron mauutactory by the acraps 
in its yard or the waste raits aloog a raijways. 
And ano.her fact which led people to think there 
were too many ministers was the large number of 
applications for vacant puipits. But when a 
session tried to tind the minister they wanted 
they saw what reiation the applications bore to 
what they wanted. The majority of them came 
from settled pastors woo wished to better their 
posicion. 

He then went on to show from statistics that 
from 1876 to 1881 chere had been a Kain of 531 
Presbyterian Courches, 46.00 commudlcant 
and 342 ministers, while there had been u loss 0 
twenty-three licentiates and eiguty- three stu- 
dents. lo proportion to che supply and dem and 
those who-.came from the seminaries were not 
333g per cent of the actual demand of the 
church. 

It behooved Christians to see to it that the 
religious standard was maintained in Christian 
insuututions—that trust tunds were not divested, 
as they bad been in enormous amounts, from ro- 
ligious uses. They should use their iatiuence 
and words in favor of Christian men i 
of learoing not 
infidels in 
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were terribiy iu earnest, and there was u detinit- 
ness about their blows. The struggie was intense- 
ly real. 80 it should be with Christians if they 
intended to win in the great struggie before 
them. Many Christians fought aimiesly because 
they did not have the ead desired set directly bo- 
tore them. No man could hope to win whose 
miod was given up almost whuily to the getting 
of worldly goods, and whose master was seit. 
Something was necessary in the great battle be- 
sides having a Bibie in the house and atteudmg 
church once each week. To fight certainly it 
was necessary for a man to seek first the King- 
dom of God and His righteousness; but as sova 
as he begah to question the size of God's offer of 
love be was sure to fight wrong. If a boxer en- 
tered a ring with a doubt of getting a prize even 
if he won it, there could be no earnestndéss 
in the fight on his part any more 
than there could be in that of the man who ques- 
tioned the geuuinevesa of the reward God 
offered. Man’sspiritual interest should be su- 
preme and should be pushed ahead of all other 
juterests. It was not necessary for a man to go 
out of the world to fight the battle. The arena 
was the daily business of lite, and the Kingdom 
of God could be sought anywhere. But it was 
necessary that they should haveasense of the 
importance of spiritual things. No man could 
figot as Christ's soldier and serve two masters. 
Nothing so saddeved the beart as to see a con- 
gregation evideutiy impressed with tbe duties 
of Christians. but who was simply what would 
be termed u Sunday cougregation. Going to 
church on Sunday would not counterbalance six 
days of worldly life. Religion was inteasely 
real, and there was no sham about it. A man’s 
spiritual life grew strong as his love was centered 
in the Savior,and be would be ted to confess 
Him master among all associations and id ail 
places iu the wurid. A man’s religion was not 
made by his profession, but by his duily life, and 
no ghastly counterfeit would be tolerated. A 
religious man’s bearing should be the same at 
all times in and out of church, otherwise be was 
in dauger of hypocrisy. The church had had 
more than enough of air beating, and earnest 
work should be begun and continued. They 
should wake their lives what their profession 
was. Souls were to be saved, and the Kingdom 
of Heaven should bold sway over the kingdom 
of earth. The Lenten season was approaching 
when they shouid gird up their iolus and enter 
upon the Oght. Referring to bis acceptance of 
the pastorate of the church, be said he hoped to 
earn their love and confidence, and that they 
would together be powerful in saving souls. He 
had uo desire to mitroduce any new ideas into 
the parish; be merely wished to better vitalize 
those existing. It the pariea was to be a live 
one it bad to be a working one. It bad an ex- 
cellent record, but there was necessity for an 
awakening. He bad accepted the position of 
Captain of their forces,and he called on them 
for volunteers in building up the Kingdom of 
Christ on earth.

Nearly Thirty Persons Killed Out- 
right or Burned in the 
Wreck. 


Thrilling ‘Narrative of a Passenger Who 
Escaped-The Scene of the 
Disaster 


Terrific Powder Explosion at Berkeley, Cal.— 
Thirty Chinamen Killed—Minor 
Mishaps. 


The Southern Pacifie Horror. 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 21.—It is now ascertained 
that at the time the train broke loose yesterday 
and ran ‘down grade the air-brakes had been 
taken off and the men who tended the band- 
brakes were away from their posts,one attending 
to a switching engine and the other lighting his 
extinguished lamp. The train got under head- 
way quickly and was soon dashing down grade 
at the rate of amile a minute. At a sharp curve 
of the road the coach and smoker, which 
were ahead, broke their coupling and sep- 


arated from the rest of the train, making. 


the turn safely. The sleeper, mali, expre 8s 
and baggage cars were dashed against a high 
bank and then rolled back down an embank- 


ment. The lamps and stoves at once set fire to 
the wreck, which was instantly in a biaze. Harry 


Connors, news agent, sleeping in the baggage- 
car, awakened by its movement, aroused 


James Woodhull, the baggagemaster, just as 
the cars made the jump, Theroofof the car 


was split open, throwing both men out and se- 
verely bruising Consors. While lying on the 
gruunod unable to render any assistance, be saw 


the train -enveloped in flames, heard the 


sprieks of the ‘dying victims, and saw them 
vainiy endeavoring to struggie from the burn- 
ing mass. Porter Ashe and wife occupied a draw- 
ing room vf one of the sleepers, were awakened 


by the crash. They succeeded in getting out 


without injury, dut af the sixteen other occu- 
pants of the chr not one is  beileved 


to have. escaped. Meantime the occupants 


of the coach, which kept on down, grade 


succeeded in stopping it, saving the lives of 


some forty occupants of that and the smoking- 
car. They immediately walked back to the 
scene of the accident, but found only the 
smoidering remains of the train and the few 
bo bad escaped with their lives lying bruised 
and bieeding in the darkness, shivering 


in the piercing cold night air or 


rendering assistance to each other. Relief soon 
arrived from Tehachopi, four miles distant, and 
as soon as possible medical attendance was sent 
from Sumaer and Bakersfieid, and subsequently 
from Los Angeles. 

THE SEARCH FOR THE DEAD 
soon showed that twenty-one persons had per- 
ished. Bleven were beyond recognition, only 
headiess bodies and charred iimbs being found. 
Of the body of Mrs. Downey only the head and 
bust remained, and were recognized by jewelry. 
All the bodies and fragments were gathered up 
and coffined, end the wounded removed 
o the baggage car. and on the ar- 
rival of the relief train from Les Angeles 
were sent to that city. Of the dead, the colored 
porter Wright was crushed, and express mes- 
senger Charies Pierson bad his head shattered. 
Five were burnt, but recognizable—viz.: Miss 
Mamie R. Squires, Mrs. H. O. Oliver, Mrs. 
Downey, M. Wethered, and Mrs. James Cassell. 
Two wen, unknown, but supposed to be dis- 
charged soldiers, were found dead bat not 
burnt. The body of a large man badly 
charred, supposed to be the remains of Col. 
Larrabee, ex-Congressman frem Wisconsin, was 
found. Gov. Downey says Larrabee was on the 
train, and be is missing since the accident. The 
remaining eleven are still unidentified. The 
list ef wounded is not changed from tue pre- 
vious report. 

AN INQUEST 

is in progress, but no news is yet received from 
it. No one but railroad and county officials are 
admitted. 


A PASSENGER'S STATEMENT. 

The Call tomorrow wiil pubiish an interview 
with Howard Tilton, of Yale, British Columbia, 
Freight Agent of the Cauadian Pacific Railway 
Company, who was on board the Southern 
Pacific train at tne time of the disaster. He 
says: 

“I was asleep in the lower berth when the ac- 
cident occurred and was awakened by the ter- 
rible speed and rocking of the car. I threw up 
the curtain and looked out the window. The 
train was dashing down grade with frightful 
rapidity—probably seventy miles an hour—and 1 
realized that a disaster was imminedt. 
I laid down again to wait for the inevitable, 
with the feeling a man must experience when 
he is standing on the scaffold in expectation of 
the fall ot the trap. It seemed onty an instant 
Wen the crash came and I was huried from 
my berth I wus siecping on the left 
side of the car, which fell upon its right side 
and I was covered to my waist with mattresses, 
woodwork,jand débris, but found no difficulty in 
freeing myself. Smoke passed through the car 
giving timely token of our impending 
perl. To the right and in my rear 
1 saw Mr. and Mrs. Porter Ashe 
perfectly free, but Miss Petersen, the maid, was 
buried under about six feet of débris, on top 
of which were the water- cooler and wash-basin. 
Mrs. Ashe was endeavoring to extricate her, und 
I assisted in clearing away the ‘rubbish. We 
soon succeeded in pulling ber out. They were 
the only persons in sight. I pushed 
up windows in wbat was then the top of the car, 
and found them to work perfectly, not a pane 
being crushed. I crowded through, drew Miss 
Petersen out, and Mrs. Ashe followed. I asked 
Porter Ashe to throw out some biankets, which 
be did, and then crawled through him- 
seif. Mr. Asbe, Miss Petersen, and 
myself had only our underclothing on, but Mrs. 
Ashe wore a eeaiskin sacque. The cold was in- 
tense, and we shivered, even though wrapped in 
blankets. Deep stiliness followed the crash, 
and we beard only one scream while we 
were in the car. As | emerged from the 
car | saw Mr. Hatch and his mother climbing 
out of another window. I rau along and found 
we could reach ground by means of the plat- 
form. I lowered Miss Petersen,. Mr. and Mrs. 


Ashe leaping to the ground. The upper part of 
the car was in flames vy this time. Passing 
along by the ay he saw tie legs of a 
man protruding the ‘car. e 
piteousiy cailing for help, but 

and thoroughly conscious of 
position. I succeeded in partiaily extricating 
him, when a train-man came to our assistance, 
and we saved bim from a horrible death. He 
proved to be John F. Cassell, of San Francisco,and 
was the last person taken from the ruins alive 
All bumaa efforts were of no further avail, as 
the slee was in a sheet of flames. We 
left spot and lim ped down 
to the bottom of the ravine, some tifty 
feet below, had now collected 
Cox, Gov. Downey, Mr. Cassell. Mr. and Mrs. 
Ashe, Miss Petersen, Capt. Waterbouse and 
dauguter, and a few persons scattered about 
us shivering iu the blast. Among the rocks on 
the steep side Of the slope lay Wright, the por- 
ter, wounded to death, and begging bitterly for 
help. At the time there were some big. strong 
men, fully dressed, parading 1 and down, who 
were appealed to for aid by the injured, but who 
took no notice of the cries of the suffering. 
I attempted to assist Wright, woo was dyms. 
but being worn out could do but little. A 
brakeman named McKenzie did all in his power 
for us. A locomotive from Tehatchapi 
soon came to our reiief and conveyed us 
to a station, where we arrived two 


hours after the accidetit occurred. Here we 


were kindly cared for by railroad officiais and 
others. Medical aid was rendered and every- 
thing done to relieve our necessities.

SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 


New York, Jan. 22.—([Special.]—Speaking of 
the recent accident on the Southern P 
Rai „ Mr. C. P. Huntington, Vice Pre 
of the Central Pacific Road, said this evening: 
“I cannot imagine ho the accident could 
bave occurred. 1 — read through che Tehachapi 
Pass is one of the pest pieces of work in the 
country. The strictest care was taken in ifs 
oberauon, and iustruetions were given to run all 
the trains siowly. It is in this pass through the 
Sierra Nevada range that our road makes a loop 
—the only one, I believe, in the world. The 
work is one of 11 greatest engineering feats in 
the world. It is Bere that we ure the 
beaviest grade on the Southern Pacific 
Road—for “twenty-six miles the grade 
is 105 feet tothe mile, It was some time vetore 
our engineer succeeded in finding a route which 
would not involve enormous grades. One Suu- 
duy he was out looking around and con- 
eeived the happy idea 1 avoiding the 
heavier grades by making a in the road, 
The surveys were at once ane y bin and bis 
assistants on that day.

I don’t sup- 
pose that either town contains over 00 in- 
babitants. The scenery is wild but pleasing— 
perhaps not so grand as in some of 
the mountain passes on the Central 
Pacific. The country around Tebachapi 
is a good grazing country, and the 
raising of cattle is the main interest of the peo- 
pile. o mountain is 4.200 feet above tide- 
water. ‘Tehachapi is the last place on the line of 
the road where I would look foranaccident. The 
road was carefully constructed, every means be- 
ing taken to guard against the trains leaving the 
track, and the utmost precautions being en- 
forced im the operation of the road. The 
chaneves were that none could occur there once 
ina hundred years except just such.a ope as 
has been reported. If, as the papers state, the 
embankment over which the train finoaily feil 
was only fifteen feet high, 1t was about the low- 
est one along the loop. 


Powder Explosicens—Chinamen Killed. 

Bunk v. Cal., Jan. 271.—A mixing house and 
six packing houses of the Giant Powder Works 
at Point Clement, near West Berkeley, ex- 
ploded at 4 O'clock this afternoon. 
Shoc of seven expilosious were feit in this 
town. Une white man, the loreman. named Uonk, 
and between torty and fifty Chinese are known 
to have been blown to atoms. Nearly the eatire 
plant was destroyed by fire, which began im- 
mediately after the explosion. The Super- 
intendent was thrown a long dis 
tance but was not hurt. Physicians 
went down from Berkeley and West Berkeley. 
The ure is stiliraging. A large magazine contain- 
ing over 200 tons ig still safe. About eight tons 
exploded. The loss cannot be estimated. 
Dwelling bouses on the vast side of the bill are 
safe, but all the class was shattered. ~ 

LATER—It is now kuown that the number of 
Chinese killed is not as great agat first reported. 
Not over thirty are missing. The 
tre is stin raging, and more explo- 
sions are expetted momentarily. The 
scene in the vicinity is terrible. Bodies can 
be seen lying near the mine of fire, but the men 
dare not rescue them for fear of their own lives. 
The Assistant Superintendent is missing, and is 
supposed to be killed. The Superigtendeot was 
not at the works A workman named 
Oscar Fogoffsky was pulled from the ruins, 
soon after the explosion, seriousiy burt. Seven 
Chinese have been taken out of the débris, an 
badly burt. All houses within a radius of half 
a mile are completely ebattered, doors and win- 
dows of dwelling-houses of employés on the 
evposite side of the bill were biowna in 
and most of the occupants thrown to 
the floor. Sheds and barns were laid 
fiat. The buildingsof the Judson Works were 
on the side of the hill Where the biasting-pow- 
der was manufactured, were thrown over, and 
the mill will probably dave to be rebuilt. The 
cause of the first explosion in the mixing house 
is yet unknown. Other explosions followed in 
the space of two minutes. All the buildings 
blown up were on the bay side of the bill, 
but the fires crept rapidiy around, and now, 9 p. 
m., a large magazine i in danger. No attempt 
bas been made tu check the tire, Owing to the 
danger. Manyworkmen escaped miraculousis. 
Today is the first Sunday In many months that 
the works were runulng in full blast. and orders 
of cage tons were loaded on schooners at the 
wharf. 

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 

A driver with team and a load of powder on 
the wharf Jumped when the first explosion was 
beard into the water and escaped, when the 
wagou-ioad exploded. The whart has 
taken fre. and is burning rapidly. 
Hospitals were improvised in undamaged 
houses, and the wounded cared for.

A MYSTERIOUS SHOOTING. 


Albert H. Buell, Confidential Clerk for 
Mugriage & Co., Found with Twe 
Bullet-Holes in His Arm-—Singular 
Surrounding Circumstances—Did He 
Shoot Himself? 

The police are considerably mystified over a 
case of shooting which occurred last evening in 
Room No. 18 of the Exchange Buiiding at the 
southwest corner of Clark and .Washington 
streets. About haif-past7 o'clock a pistol shot 
startied a number of gentlemen who happened 
to be lu their offices near Room No. 18, which 
is occupied as an office D 
Mugridge & Co., commission merchants. 
Less than half a minute later a geo- 
ond shot, followed by a fall and an 
exclamation of pain, added considerably to the 
excitement among those who had beard tne first 
shot. Doors were opened here and there along 
the ball, and curious and excited mou asked 
each other what the trouble was. Suddenly the 
very peculiar appearance of the light in Mug- 
ridge & Co. s room attracted their notice, and as 
smoke made its appearance throngh the crevices 
around the transom they comprehended that 
the room was probably on fire. Mr. 8. G. Cook, 
who occupies Room No, , adjoining on the 
south, tried the door, and finding it locked 
on the inside broke the ground glass and 
opened the door, being greeted with a flerce 
burst of smoke. Mr. F.C. Burns, an occupant 
of Cook's office, had in the meantime given an 
alarm of fire to the janitor,a man named An- 
derson, who put in au appearance with a Bab- 
cock extinguisher and speedily sqteiched the 
flames, whicb were confined to a bock and some 
papers which lay upon the top of a desk, and 
over which the contents of a kerosene lamp had 
apparently been spilled. Particies of the fract- 
ured lamp-chimaey and globe were spread 
over the desk, which had been simply scorched.
